Soon after the eloge of the Revolution-
| ary war, it was found that the Confedera-
| ey which hiad grown pp during that mems
J orable contest, was falling to picoes from
itsown weight. The centrol power was
too weak, It could rescmmend to the dif-
ferent States such measures vs seemwod
bast, and it posacssed no real power to log-
islate, beeouse iv lncked exocntive power to
compel obedicnce 4o its laws. The nation-
al credit and self-respeot lad disappeared
and it was feared by the triends of liberty
thronghiout the world that ours wus bus
anotber added to the long list of fruitless
attempts at sell governmont,  The nation
was on the brink of ruin and dissolution
when some eighty years ago many of the
wisest nud most patriotic of the lamd met
to seek o remedy for the great evils which
threatened fo destroy the great work of
the revolution, Their sessions wora long
and often stormy ; for & time the most san-
guine, doubted the possibility of a sucoess-
ful termiuation of their labor:, Batfrom
amidst the conflict of sestional interasts, of
party prejudice and of personut s«lfishness,
the spirit of wisdom and of coneilintion at
leogth evoked the Constitutiou uuder which
we have lived so loog. It was not formed
inn day; but was the resalt of preoticsl
lubor, ¢f lefty wisdom, und of the purest
patriotismy, It was atlust adopied by the
people of the States—alihough by some
relustantly—not as being exactly what sll
(desiced, but the best poceible under thoe
| ciroumetnnses.

It was aceepted as giviog ns a form of
government under which the nation wight
{live liappily and prosper, 80 long us the
| people should continne to be influenced by
ihe same sentimentz which sctuated those
who fermed it ; and which would not bs
liable to destruction from internal cauaes,
so long as the people preserved the recol-
loction of tho miscrics and colamities
which led to its adoption. Under this
beweficial Constiution the progregs of the
nution was unsurpsssed in history. ‘The
rights and libertics ol its citizens were se-
oured ot bome aud abroad ; vast tertite.
rivs were rescuod from the control of the
savage and the wild beasts, and added to
the domuain of the Union and civilizusion,
U'lie arts, the sciences, and commeree grew
apaoe 5 our flag flosted vpon e rery ses,
sud we took our place among the great
nations of the earth. But uoder this
siooth surface of prosperity upon which
we glided awiltly, with ail the suils set be-
fors the common bresze, daogerons reefs
wure hidden whigh now and (hen caused
ripples upon the surfaee, sud wude apx-
ious the more caretul pilote,  Elated by
succuss the ship swept ou—the erew, not
heeding the wurmings they received, for-
getful of the daugers ascaped at the bes
ginning of the voyaze, aud blind to the
bideous waelstrom whieh gaped to receive
thom. The sume elewents of discord, soc-
tional prejudices"intoreats aud justitutions
which bad rendered the formution of the
Qunstitution so dificult, threatened more
than onee to destroy it.  Butfor u long
time the pation was so foriunaty as 1o pos-
pess o weries of politieal leaders, who to
the bighest nbilitivs, united the sawe spirit
of concilintion wiieh animated the found-
era of this republie, and thus lor mauny
yours the thrastened evils were averted,
Time, suldl the long continvanee of good
fortune, obliterated tie recollection of the
calamities of years preecding the adoptisn
of the Constitution. T'bey forgot thutoon-
eilintion, cowmwon interests, and mutusl
ehurity had becn the foundation, and must
be the support of our Government, sod all
the relavons of life. At length mon ap-
peared with abuss, sectional ned personal
projudioes and interests, outweighipg all
cou iderations of the generyl good. Lx-
trewwists of one section furnished the veon-
wion, engerly seizod as a pretext by equals
ly extreme men in tho othier, for standon-
ing tho pacitic remedics afforded by the
Conatitation, Stripped of all sophistry apd
gide issues, the direet couse of the war as
it presente d itaclf 1o the honeat sod patris
otie citizens of the North was simply this;

Certuin Btates, or rather a portion of the
inhabitauts of certin States, foired or pro=
fossed to fear, that injury woull vesult to
their rights and pooperty fromthe clevation
of a particular pavty topower.
